GENERAL REMARKS. 


In the above statement, I have classified under the Law Divis- 
ion, not only the books of reports, statutes, etc., which are in 
common and daily use, but also all the statutes, laws, reports, 
public documents, etc., which are being constantly received from 
other states and from the general government at Washington. 

The present law regulating the State Library, whereby the Sec- 
retary of State has been the Librarian of the Miscellaneous Divis- 
ion, and the Clerk of the Supreme Court Librarian of the Law 
Division, has been practically inoperative.. No provision has 
been made by law for any additional room or shelving in which 
the miscellaneous books could be placed, and the undersigned has 
been in charge of the entire library, attending to the duties of both 
divisions, ever since the act went into effect. These duties require 
the constant attendance of the Librarian, and during sessions of 
court and sittings of the legislature, assistance is needed. It was 
undoubtedly the intention of the act to have two separate and 
distinct departments of the library, and that both should be in- 
creased and fostered by legislative aid. But so far, the need of a 
good law library, attached as it is to the Supreme Court, and being: 
under direction of its judges, has been so great, that the legisla- 
ture has extended its aid thereto, and ignored not only the miscel- 
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laneous department, but at its last session, struck out from the 
general appropriation bill the grant of. salary to the Librarian of 
the miscellaneous division. If the legislature think it best that the 
present law remain in force, I would respec@fully suggest that they 
make provision for keeping the miscellaMwus department in a 
Separate room, fitted up for that purpose. owever, no provis- 
ion of this kind is made, it would е ly seem best for 
the legislature to provide for one offici as State Libra- 
rian, granting him fair compensation fi labor performed 
and time spent in the care and custod the books owned 
by the state. Should this plan be ad , I would suggest 
the temporary transfer of the miscellaneou works to the library 
of the State University, where it can be of some advantage to the 
students there, until such time as the législature sees fit to pur- 
chase an ample library of that class of books, and provide for 
room in which to place them at the State Capitol. 

Ап appropriation of $1,500 for the purchase of law books, made 
in 1878, has-been expended under direction of the Board of Direc- 
tors, for the purchase of books shown in Exhibit “ D." 

No appropriation has been placed in my hands for miscellaneous 
books, but some have been purchased out of the incidental fund, as 
shown in Exhibit “A,” and set forth specifically in Exhibit “C.” 

The funds placed at the disposal of the Librarian during the past 
two years, and reciepts from sale of duplicate books and Supreme 
Court Reports, and expenditures for various purposes are spe- 
cifically set forth in Exhibit З A." Of the.amount thus received 
there remains in my hands а balanee ої $16.50. 

An appropriation for the purchase of law books, ang for the in- 
eidental expenses of the coming two years is needed. I would also 
suggest an appropriation for newspapers and periodicals during the 
same time. | - 

There are now in the library complete sets of the reports of all 
the states except Alabama, Arkansas, Connecticut, Delaware, 
Florida, Georgia, Kentueky, Louisiana, Maryland, Mississippi, 
New Jersey, New York, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, Vermont, Virginia, and West Virginia. 
. There are searcely any of the United States Circuit Court Reports, 
but few English, and none of Scotch and Irish. Two or three 
thousand dollars ought to be placed at the librarian's disposal to

aid in completing sets of the states above named. Many of the 
volumes needed are out of print and can only be occasionally pur- 
ehased through the agency of publishers dealing in law books. 


LEGISLATIVE AND EXECUTIVE DOCUMENTS. 


If'the state desires to increase its library by donations from 
other states, 16 is of the greatest importance that it be liberal in 
sending documents of all kinds in exchange therefor. There has 
‘been no lack of printing such volumes, but the legislature has 
neglected to provide for the deposit of the proper number with the 
State Librarian for distribution to publie libraries throughout the 
United States. The usual practice has been for each House to 
order а number of copies ої the various reports, which are dis- 
tributed by its members, none being sent to the State Library. 
The matter should be remedied by requiring the Public Printer to 
deliver 100 copies of all reports printed by him to the State Li- 
brari:in. 


DISTRIBUTION OF REPORTS AND LAWS. 


Copies of the Supreme Court Reports, General Statutes and 
Journals of 1878, whieh have been deposited in the State Library, 
have been distributed among the different states and territories, as 
provided by law. Copies have also- been sent to various public 
libraries in the cities of New York, Boston, Chicago, ete. Ex- 
changes of reports have been made with law publishers, and 
further exchanges can be made if the legislature so direct. If the 
present- law concerning these reports could be amended so as to 
authorize such exchanges, as well as the use of the funds arising 
from their sale, by the purchase of other books, no further appro- 
priation would be needed for that purpose. The volumes of these 
reports now on hand are set forth in Exhibit є D.” | 


EXCHANGES FROM OTHER STATES. 


Nearly all of the law reports and documents of the different 
states ‘have been received. Owing to their number, I have not 
attached a specific exhibit of their titles. Acknowledgments of 
their receipt have been duly made by mail. 
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A catalogue of the library was published in 1871. Three or 
four thousand volumes of all kinds have since been added. Owing 
to the crowded condition of the library room, many of these ‘books 
are stored in the armory and Supreme Court room. It is nearly 
impossible for the Librarian to keep a correct account of all these, 
and the several topics to which they refer, without the aid of a full 
and complete catalogue, Such a catalogue is now in course of 
preparation, the publication of which it is hoped, will be author- 

‚ ized by the legislature. 


UNSAFE CONDITION OF LIBRARY. 


I would also call your attention to the unsafe condition of the 
Hoor in the library room. The great weight of books placed on. 
the alcoves in the center have caused the floor to sink some two or 
three inches. Stone piers should be made and placed in the cellar 
under the floor. I respectfully suggest an appropriation for that 
purpose.
